MESSAGE AND BILL 


Communication From Presi- 


dent Taft to Special Session 
of Congress on the Tariff, 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 
I have convened the Congress in 


More than this, the 
act, with the other 


this extra session in order to enable 
it to give immediate consideration to 
the revision of the Dingley tariff act. 
Conditions affecting production, man- 
ufacture and business generally have 
so changed in the last twelve years as 
to require a readjustment and re- 
vision of the import duties imposed 
by that act. 
present tariff 
sources of government revenue, does 
not furnish income enough to pay the 
authorized expenditures. 
By July 3 


next the excess of expenses over re- 
ceipts for the current fiscal year will 
equal $100,000,000. 


The successful party in the late 
election is pledged to a revision of 
the tariff. The country, and the busi- 
ness community especially, expect it. 
The prospect of a change in the rates 
of import duties always causes a sus- 
pension or halt in business because 
of the uncertainty as to the changes 
to be made and their effect. 
It is 


therefore of the highest importance 
that the new bill should be agreed 
upon and passed with as much, speed 
as possible consistent with its due 
and thorough 
consideration. 
For 
these reasons, I have deemed the 
present to be an extraordinary occa- 
sion, within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution, justifying and requiring the 
calling of an extra session. 


In my inaugural address I stated 


in a summary way the principles up- 
on which, in my judgment, the re- 
vision of the tariff should proceed, 
and indicated at least one new source 
of revenue that might be properly re- 
sorted to in order to avoid a future 
deficit. It is not necessary for me to 
repeat what I then said. 


I Venture to suggest that the vital 


business interests of the country re- 
quire that the attention of Congress 
in this session be chiefly devoted to 
the consideration of the new tariff 
bill, and that the less time given to 
other subjects of legislation in this 
session, the better for the country,

Engineer Patterson Declares Success 


of Trolley is Assured. 


"The prospects for starting the 


construction work on the proposed 
Altoona, Hollidaysburg and Bedford 
Springs, Electric Railway within the 
next few weeks become brighter 
every day," says the Altoona Times 
of March 18. "An underwriting syn- 
dicate is being formed by local busi- 
ness men interested in the interurban 
line, assisted by Mr. Carr, represent- 
ing the New York capitalists who will 
build the road for the purpose of 
selling one-third 
of the proposed 


bond issue, in accordance with an 
agreement made between Frederick 
. Patterson, representing local men, 


and the Ellis-Evans Company of New 
York. 


"Mr. Patterson stated that the suc- 


cess of the road was assured and that 
time alone would prove to the people 
interested that their work had not 
been without result. 
He stated that 


there had been no difficulty in under- 
writing one-third of the cost of the 
road, which will be vouched for by 
local men, as already about $400,000 
had been underwritten. 
"In forming the syndicate, it-is the 
purpose, ot Mr. Patterson to give to 
all those identifying themselves with 
the road in Altoona, Roaring Spring, 
Martinsburg, Everett, Bedford and 
other points to or through which the 
line will run an opportunity to be- 
come members of the syndicate."

Good Condition and Avoid Trouble 
Don't Be Satisfied, He Sayt, With 
Anything but the Beat. 
Excellent advice on the care anc 


construction of .roads is contained in 
the following set of suggestions to 
road supervisors, which were compiled 
by Robert A. Meeker, state super 
visor of roads in New Jersey: 


Don't leave grass and weeds on the 


ehoulders and in the gutters. 


Don't dig the mud out of the gutters 


and throw it upon the road. 


Don't leave dirt in piles on the road, 
Don't throw grass and weeds upon 


the road surface. 


Don't dump stone or gravel on an 


old road without first preparing the 
surface to receive it, because you 
thereby cause willful -waste and woefu 
want. 


Don't place :new material on the road 


-without leveling and shaping it so that 
-the grade and cross section of the road 
will be unchanged. 


Don't expect travel to spread and 


roll the new material'. One-half of the 
money spent is wasted by this method. 


Don't put new material on an old 


hard road surface before first picking 
or loosening the old covering. It i 
good for the quarryman and gravel 
ojraer, but bad for the taxpayer and 
road user. 


-Don't try to do work without proper 
tools. . 


,pon't leave your'searlfier In the shed.. 
Don't forget to use your sprinkling 


wagon. . 


Don't let your steam roller be idle. 
Don't think any old tools are good 


enough for road work. 


Don't use dull picks, broken shovels, 


dull scraper blades or broken and 
leaky steam rollers. 


Don't waste your rainy days. 
Don't let water stand on your road. 
Don't try to repair a road in dry 


weather without a liberal use of water.

rial required. Measure and know.

In many homes there is not an

dren make their own plans for the 
evening. 
They have clubs of their 


own, they go to theaters and dancing 
parties and rob themselves of much- 
needed sleep. They arc not fitted for 
good work of any kind after a short 
night's rest, and when these nights 
are frequent the effect is bound to be- 
come more than a menace to health. 
Tho weakening of one's moral force 
is about as serious a calamity as can 
fall to the lot of either boy or girl.

progressive he Is not long in detecting 
their value, and the most successful 
breeders of pure bred cattle attain 
their position only through yenre of 
patient endeavor, beginning with one 
pure bred sire which possibly cost him 
$100 and looked very much more un- 
reasonable than did .$300 or $400 ft few 
years later. 


"Right here I wish to make mention 


as to prices. I have received letters 
from a few breeders who say that 
they have to sell their bulls for $40 to 
$50 per head. A farmer can well afford 
to pay more money than that for a 
bull and should be made to do so. Any 
farmer can wtell afford to pay $150 for 
a good bull to use on a herd of com- 
mon cows and then make n large profit 
by the Investment. 
But the great 


mass of farmers are still unconvinced. 


"There is not a farmer In this whole 


country that would even hesitate at 
$150 for a good work horse simply for 
the work there is in him. Teams are 
selling from $300 to $500. Is it not a 
strange judgment of values that will 
hesitate at paying that price for an 
animal that will put many times $150 
moro selling value into his herd for 
years to come?"

Thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of good* that 
until recent years were hauled by the 
railroads arc now delivered direct 
from the stores or from (ho farms to 
ihe cities.

Bedford Man Tells of Life in Flor- 


ida—Reads Home News. 


Editor Gazette:—This being the 


fifth month I have spent in Florida 
and the Keys I thought perhaps a few 
words from me might interest some 
of the Bedford people. 


Miami is the most beautiful town 


1 saw on this Southern trip. The foli- 
are is entirely different from any we 
have in the north, with orange and 
lemon trees for shade, as well as the 
many different kinds of palms. 
The 
streets are 
made of white rock, 


which makes a very pretty street but 
the sun always shining makes it very 
hard' on the eyes. It is just the same 
as the sun shining upon the snow in 
the north. 


Miami is the nearest port to Nas- 


sau, between which the P. & O. 
Steamship line runs a regular service 
during the winter months for the 
northern tourists. 
There are no 


manufactories or industries of any 
kind, as it is practically a winter re- 
sort. 


Leaving Miami for the Florida 


Keys, and crossing Miami River you 
strike the Homestead country. Here 
the timber is mostly of yellow pine, 
from which turpentine is made. This 
is also a great fruit-growing and 
truck-farming district. The land, af- 
ter leaving the homestead country, is 
what is known as the Everglades, the 
home of the Seminole Indians. This 
tribe is an independent tribe and has 
no reservation provided for them. 
Tney are very peaceable and speak 
the English language very readily. 
They maintain themselves by hunt- 
ing and fishing, and dealing in deer 
and alligator skins, both of which are 
very plentiful in the Glades. 
Near 


the Glades at what is called Mannatee 
Creek, is a tank of 100,000 gallons' 
capacity from which all the fresh wa- 


-ter 
is distributed along the Keys in 


tank cars. 


Leaving the mainland, you enter 


the Keys. The first is Key Largo, one 
of the largest in the group, being 32 
by 17 miles. This key has about one 
hundred families living -on it who 
are principally fruit growers. 


The "second is Taremier and at this 


place they have laid out a township 
during this season which is now open 
for settlers. The third is called the 
Plantation key. There are only about 
30 people living there, all of whom 
are truck farmers. 
This key has a 


very beautiful ocean front, with high 
banks and a sandy beach. 


Windley's Island is the next key 


and has about 15 families living 
there, all being engaged in fruit 
growing. At this place the railroad 
has located its rock quarry and 
•crusher for the use of the road beds 
and piers. 
Upper Metacombe has 


a.bout 200 people on it, engaged in 
the same pursuits. The larger num- 
ber of residences are built on the 
ocean side of the key, giving the peo- 
ple a charming view of the Atlantic 
Ocean and the steamers and schoon- 
ers which almost daily pass up and 
down the coast. Islamorada is about 
the same as the above keys with only 
a few families living upon it. 
Long Key is one about which I 
can't say too much. This is a lovely 
little key seven miles long and from 
one-half to a mile wide. The soil is 
of a very rich coral formation' and 
white sand. The island is covered 
with 
cocoanut palms, which 
are 


continually 
bearing 
fruit 
in 
all 


stages of development. Here quite a 
number of small cottages have been 
built to form a circle, in the center 
of which you at nignt always see a 
camp fire with many tourists sitting 
around it. 
We-also have built six 


•quite large buildings, namely: Lodge 
building with office, dining rooms 
and kitchen, and four dormitories 
"all of which have been nicely paint- 


ed, have modern and sanitary con- 
veniences, and are lighted with gas, 
as well as the pretty grove, and is 
known as the Long Key Fishing 
Camp. 


To say this is a beautiful spot is 


but half expressing it. 
The broad 


Atlantic stretches eastward, until the 
fading horizon meets the restless wa- 
ters of the ocean, and on the west is 
the broad expanse of the Bay of 
Florida and Gulf of Mexico, studded 
with keys varying "in size. 
It is a 


view which one will long remember. 
The many neat cottages, painted yel- 
low, 
nestling beneath the long, wav- 


ing arms of the cocoanut fronds, are 
a most impressive sight. 
Here the 


trains going north and south re- 
main 20 minutes for lunch, which 
is served in the Camp dining room 
by colored men waiters, under the 
management of L. P. Schutt of Cats- 
kill, N. Y., H. E. Bemis being the 
.general manager of this beautiful 
Fishing Camp. 


At the extreme southern end of 


this island the great monumental 
work 
of Mr. Flagler 
was built, 


known as the Long Key Viaduct. 
This viaduct is built of concrete and 
reinforced with steel rods. It stands 
30 feet above high tide, is IS feet 
wide at top, spans GO feet at centre, 
and is 2.7 miles long, which gives a 
lovely view to sit in a car and look 
out while crossing. 
The principal 


amusements here arc bathing, boat- 
ing and fishing. One can go bathing 
at any hour of the day and any day 
in the year. 
This is the greatest 


place in the world for Spanish mack- 
erel fishing; also tarpon, king, saw- 
fish, jewfish, banicuta, amber-jacks, 
grunts, needle fish, mutton fish, and 
a hundred and one other kinds. 


This place promises to be one of 


the leading and best paying hotels 
the Florida East Coast Hotel Com- 
pany has. We have here at all times 
all kinds o£ small fishing boats, as 
well an sailing boats, for the use o£ 
the public, from a two passenger to 
;i 50-passenger boat. 
H. M. Wing, 


our Bedford Springs Assistant Man- 
ager, was one of the first visitors at 
this place and he was one of the 
party of three that made the largest 
catch of the season. 


Grassy Key is another key among 


the great group which was a stranger 
to civilization, to a great extent, un- 
til this railroad extension was built. 
Tho xEast Coast Railway Company 
lias drilled an artesian well at this 
place and found fresh water at a 
depth of 800 feet below sea level. 
Several farmers and fishermen have 
settled on this key and are meeting 
with great success in growing all 
kinds of vegetables.

East Coast Railroad. There has re- 
cently been a dock built one 'mile 
long for -ocean steamers fo meet the 
trains and exchange passengers and 
freight. - Regular 
steamers 
from 


Havana and-Key West arrive and de^ 
p'art, daily.. JFrom' this dock to Key 
West is about a. three-hours' sail, 
and to Havana five to eight hours. 
Pigeon Key can only be reached by 


boat. This key, tue area of which is 
about three acres, is now one of the 
headquarters of the Key West Ex- 
tension. Upon tMsJtey are built good, 
substantial'-buildings, used for offices 
and quarter' hous'es-.- The extension 
is working a large force of men both 
night and - day- ,6n. this road from 
Knight's Key to Key West and have 
already quite a number of concrete 
piers completed between.

before it reaches me. But, neverthe- 
less, I am always jVery anxious to re- 
ceive the old Gazette as it is the only 
newspaper I care to read at this 
place.

PEAKING of General Gustc* 


reminds me. of an internation- 
al episode resulting from the 
friendship exhibited by Russia 


to the. government of the United States 
during the civil war—the courtesies 
shown to the young Grand Duke 
Alexis. 
Among the events arranged 


in the programme was his visit to the 
far west to hunt for big game. The 
whole affair was under the direction 
of General Phil Sheridan, and Custer, 
from his youth, distinction and suita- 
bility, was particularly selected to 
chaperon and have charge of the grand 
duke and at the same time show him 
the horsemanship and admirable qual- 
ities of the American army officer. I 
had been ordered by General Sheridan 
to take charge of the matter and have 
everything in readiness for the grand 
duke and a large number of noblemen 
and officers of his staff. I had locatec 
a camp sixty miles from TjTorth Platte 
on the Red Willow, in the heart of th 
buffalo country. 
Lieutenant E. II 


•Hayes, now brigadier general, retired 
!/ 
a dashing soldier, more familiarly 
known as General Jack Hayes, 'wa 
assigned the duty of arranging the ,ma 
terlal and equipping the camp. There 
•was no limit to the .efforts to provide 
every luxury and comfort that lavish 
expense could, procure. 
Provisions 


•wines, etc., of the finest had been 
freighted in from Chicago; tents for 
the royal guests were beautifully fur 
Hlshed with carpets, rugs, robes anc 
.•with a stove in each tent. It certainly 
was a most beautiful camp, nainec 
Camp Alexis, and Lieutenant Hayes 
must have been Inspired by some 01 
the oriental tales of kingly camps In 
days of old and tried to "go It one 
better." Runners had been sent out 
and conferences had been held arrang- 
ing for an assured peace meeting with 
Spotted Tall and other powerful chiefs 
to attend and give zest to the sport, 
quote from the dispatches of the day 
to the press (from the New York Her- 
ald) relative to the same: 


"Some forty odd superior wall tents 


were properly equipped for the guests 
alone. The arrangements of the camp, 
in brief, were complete, not to say lux- 
urious, when the remote and wild sec- 
tion of the country is considered. Be- 
sides the cavalry escort, there were 
two mounted companies to guard safe- 
ly the imperial tourists and sportsmen 
from the wrath and revenge of the nu- 
merous 'dog soldiers,' Indians under 
Chief Whistler. The chances are, how- 
ever, that the reds will unite In render- 
Ing the duke's visit one of pleasure 
rather than one of fear or barm. Si*er- 
Idan and 'Buffalo Bill' have persuaded 
them to such a course, and, further- 
more, to procure their good behavior 
the general has brought out thirty 
wagon loads of provisions, which he 
has promised to distribute Impartially 
among the red men at the end of the 
hunt if they restrain themselves from 
any violence. These presents assure 
such result. This perhaps may be eori- 


on a spanking charger and, with his 
long hair and spangled buckskin suit, 
appeared as the feared and beloved by 
all for miles around. 


"White-men and barbarous Indians 


are alike moved by his presence, none 
of them daring to do aught in word 
or deed contrary to his rules of law 
and civilization. After the ducal party 
had alighted, General Sheridan beck- 
oned the famous scout to approach. 
He'advanced carelessly, yet respect- 
fully. 
'Your highness,' said the gen- 


eral, 'this is Mr. Cody, otherwise and 


known as 


Bill,, this is the grand duke.' 
" 'I am glad to see you,' said the hero 


of. the plains. 
'You have come out 


here, so the general tells me, to shoot 
some buffaloes.' 


" 'Yes,' answered Alexis, 'and I hope 


to have a good, fine time. I heard of 
you before, and I am glad to meet you 
here.' 


" 'Thank you, thank you,' said Bill, 


with a smile as honest as that of r 
maiden. 'If the weather holds good 
we'll have one of the finest hunts that 
there ever was on the continent.' 
" 'Buffalo Bill" is the famous west- 


ern scout employed by Sheridan for 
Indian service and one who Is efficient 


reliable. Bill Is about thirty years 


of age, Is about six feet in height, ann 
with other proportions he has a pleas- 
Ing face and fine address and would 
have been prominent In other walks of 
life had not circumstances made him 
famous as a western hunter. 


"The tales that are told of 'Buffalo 


Bill's* hunting experiences since he 
was old enough to ride a horse—for 
Bill was born and brought up on the 
plains—are truly wonderful to hear, 
related as they are around our blazlnsr 
campfires and In the presence of al 
of the paraphernalia of frontier life 
upon the plains. Bill was dressed in 
a bucks-kin suit of trimmed fur and 
wore a black slouch hat, his long hair 
hanging in ringlets down his shoulders. 


"As he dashed from the railroad sta- 


tion he was closely followed by the 
grand duke in an open Concord -wagon 
drawn by four powerful horses, which 
carried the distinguished representa- 
tives of two powerful nations, escorted 
by tho cavalry, at a fearful rate of 
speed over the rugged prairie." 


Of course there was a glorious time 


In camp—in fact, "high jinks," as far 
as the natural military discipline, the 


unique beyond compare up to date an< 
one w611 nigh impossible In the futur 
to duplicate. I had located an Immense 
herd of buffaloes, and all arrangements 
were complete, "the blanket was wav- 
ed three times," and off the outfit start 
ed at daylight 
The Indians were 


painted In a variety of colors, had dis 
carded all their artistic adornments 
different colored ornaments, Jewelry 
feathers and other apparel and looked 
like real children of nature, almost in 
Adam's costume; only a breechcloui 
around their loins, moccasins on their 
feet, no saddle, no bridle, the ponies 
with only. a thin leather hackamore 
between their teeth; some with only 
light bow and arrows, others with their 
rifle, revolver, ammunition, no unnec 
essary weight, so that they could ride 
like lightning. They even spared their 
horses and walked most of the time 
but with such speed that It kept every 
one "hopping" to go the pace. This 
lick kept up until the herd was In 
sight. 


A council was held, and the calumet 


was passed around, and everything 
was ready, while every Indian mount- 
ed his horse, which seemed more ex- 


"Bill, this is tlic grand duke.'' 


(Sidercd a questionable way to secure a 
foreign guest from scalping or murdei 
in the United States, but when it is 
known that the Indians are armed and 
jmtnumber the soldiers ten to one It 
will be admitted that Sheridan's 'tickle 
me and I will tickle you' policy is the 


safe one to pursue. From ] ,500 to 


J2.000 Indians are expected." 
1 The arrival In North Platte is thus 
'described in dispatches of Jan. 3, 1872; 


I "The duke alighted from the train 
,the natives of the little station formed 
|in line along the platform and, almost 
[involuntarily, simultaneously removed 
[their hats In honor of the distinguished 
Visitor. 'Little Phil' was master of ccr 
jpmonles, and he was bound that not a 
[Snoment should be lost In starting for 
|the camp, sixty miles distant. He ar 
ranged with 'Buffalo Bill' to be on 
hand and act as guide, and tho re 
'nowned scout was promptly on time 
and In all his element. Ho \vn<: rented 


dignified and courteous qualities and 
manners governing both guests and 
hosts permitted. After a day 
<ff rest 


following the sixty mile ride and a night 
of social exchanges my scouts and In- 
dian allies reported the presence of a 
herd of buffaloes. We gave a first run, 
In which General Custer, myself and 
many officers gave an exhibition to our 
guests of tho manner and method of 
bunting buffaloes, shewing and explain- 
ing the necessity of trained horses used 
to the job and the method of shooting, 
either throusrh the loins or under the 
heart. 
The grand duke eventually 


mounted probably the best 
buffalo 


hunting horse that ever lived, "Buck- 
skm Joe," and eoon adapted himself 
to the sport. General Custer especially 
gave a magnificent exhibition of skill, 
dash and expertness. He and myself 
accompanied the grand duke, and the 
atter acquitted himself 
splendidly. 


We cut out eventually two or three 
of the finest horned buffaloes, colossal 
n size, which he brought down. The 
magnificent heads I secured, sent them 
by express to Chicago to the taxider- 
mist and they now ornament the royal 
castles In St. Petersburg. During the 
hunt elk, antelope, deer and coyote 
heads were treated in the same way 
and sent home as trophies. 
Photo- 


graphs were taken of the camp and 
fiome of the scenes, and It is to be re- 
gretted that photography had not been 
sufficiently perfected then to get what 
would be a sensational connection of 
the men, the horses, the buffaloes and 
the guns in action. But the grand 
battue, or roundup, was reserved for 
the last, which was an Indian hunt for 
buffaloes. Camp scenes and Indian \var 
dances, powwows and feasts, proved 
of Interest to the royal guests, who ex 
pressed delicrht at all they saw. Gen- 
eral Custer gave some practical mili- 
tary drills and evolutions as accom- 
panying exhibits, and in the socifil 
education they received practical in- 
structions as well In the game of 
poker. 


But of tho Indian roundup of tmffalne- 


I might say that such n picturesque as- 
semblage, such natural 
conditions, 


when nature furnished In its prlmt- 
llveness the striking adjunct of an Il- 
limitable hunting ground and innumer- 
able varieties of big game, magnificent 
savage allies, in all the rainbow bril-

dashed on their prey. 


cited than his rider. About 200 were 
ia the front line, 150 in the second line 
and 100 composed the rear. The chiefs 
were in the front, snapping their whips 
In the air and holding the riders to- 
gether, with the ponies foaming, pranc- 
ing and stamping their feet, impatient 
as their masters, each seeming to form 
one soul and one body, centaurs, alJ 
waiting for the signal, all with one 
feeling, one desire, to gain as manj 
laurels as possible when the chief sud- 
denly gave the signal to go. Thunder 
and lightning! What a tornado! What 
a storm of horsemen as, with impet- 
uosity, these nomads dashed on their 
prey. With the roar of Niagara, the 
speed of a cyclone, the swiftness of 
an avalanche, these strange figures 
threw themselves In a mad, wild rush 
on their fleeing victims, and soon in 
the midst of the dust cloud one could 
only see an indescribable mlxup of 
flying arrows, accompanied with rifle 
shots, galloping horses, falling buffa- 
loes and fleet riding Indians on their 
wild ponies. It was a confusion in one 
sense and regulated action In another, 
forming almost a delirium of delight 
to the huntsmen. 
Some went flying 


from one end of. the prairie to thp 
other after stragglers, while the main 
guard formed In such a manner as to 
make the buffaloes circle. The signal to 
halt was given, and as the dust cloud 
rose little by little like a curtain in the 
theater the horses were seen at a 
standstill, and the prairie was strewn 
with the buffaloes that fell. Calm and 
practical fellows were these Indians. 
Even the horses began quietly pastur- 
ing on the grasses,, while the hunters 
proceeded to pull off the hides and cut 
out the tongues and favorite pieces of 
their native cattle and preparing tho 
meat in strips for preservation.
